Those who think of water color as a rather 
thin, insipid medium unworthy of the serious 
artist, are advised to see the current exhibi- 
tion of “Water Colors by Contemporary 
American Artists” at the Addison Gallery, 
Phillips Academy. This exhibition which will 
remain at the Gallery until June 25, shows 
effectively the work of some of our leaders in 
water color painting and their less known 
contemporaries. Here we find that the crisp, 
flowing quality of the water color medium is 
an especially effective instrument for these 
American artists whose freshness and clarity 
of vision lead them to express themselves in 
simple and vigorous terms. 


The great names of the modern school, 
Marin, Demuth, Hopper, Burchfield, Hop- 
kinson, and Keller are all represented, but in 
this exhibition we find ourselves looking at 
the pictures rather than the names of artists. 
Strangers to our local exhibitions take their 
places quite comfortably beside old Boston 
favorites like Cutler, Lavalle, Ripley and 
| Whorf. Modernists and conservaties join 
forces in a variety of color and point of view 
which produces surprisingly few discordant 
notes. It is pleasant for once to forget the 
school, the locality and the social content in 
the enjoyment of the picture itself. After 
seeing exhibitions of this type, one is inclined 
to wonder if our current interest in the 
“ American Scene” is really an interest in art | 
at all. Those who may be more interested in 
art than its by-products will find much to 
interest them in this exhibition. 

} A pleasant surprise is the number of artists 
of distinguished performance whose work has 
not been familiar to us. In the Andover exhi 
| bition, there are several artists exhibiting 
for the first time in New England whose work 
deserves more recognition in this section. 
Fiske Boyd, a Woodstock, N. Y., artist, 
combines fine quality of color with an in- 
dividual sense of design in two of the most

Last Thursday Andover’s veteran or-| 
ganizations paraded through the various 
streets of the town, and then visited the 
cemeteries in order to decorate the 
graves of those who had once served 
their country in time of war. Outwardly | 
it was a splendid-appearing parade and a 
very inspiring service, but actually the 
arrangements had been made only after 
some very unfortunate disagreements 
and strife among organizations which 
really should be above such conduct. 

Even implying that the conduct of 
some of our patriotic organizations is 
not quite up to the proper standards is } 
likely to produce tirades from those who 
feel that their organizations are above 
reproach. However, everyone here in 
Andover knows that members of two of 
the town’s veteran organizations have | 
been at verbal swords-pcints for the 
last few years. It has been mentioned | 
openly in town meetings, and it is com- 
mon knowledge that some contests in| 
town elections have been affected by 
the fact that the candidates were mem- 
bers of one or the other of these two or- 
ganizations.

If the organizations feel that they 
really have to quarrel, let them quarrel 
over some other holiday—not Memorial 
day. The thirtieth of May each year has 
been set apart for everyone to pay the 
homage due those dead who in life 
served their country. It should be held 
above such trivial bickerings. Some day 
those who are now quarreling will have 
passedon, and when Memorial day comes 
around they won't care which organ- 
izations are conducting the services in 
their particular cemeteries. 

Each March the town appropriates 
a sum of money to be used in observing 
Memorial day. It is the town’s money, 
but it grants the various organizations, 
represented by a general committee, the 
privilege of spending that money. It is 
not the organization money; it is not 
the organization’s observance. The 
townspeople, through the organizations, 
pay honor to those men who are now 
lying in our cemeteries, men who once 
fought in the Revolution, or the Civil 
War, or the Spanish-American war, or 
in the World War. If the organizations 
cannot choose men for the Memorial 
day committee who will conduct them- 
selves properly in planning this observ- 
ance, the town itself can take over the 
celebration of Memorial day and give 


of it to the final culmination of those 
plans, the dignity that the day deserves. 
No one cares which organization does 
more toward honoring the soldiers; all 
the town wants is to have the dead re- 
membered. When the organizations stop 
their petty scrambling for eredit, the 
town might start giving them some 
credit.

Finland Independent Nation 

After the first Russian revolution 
had brought about the abdication of 
the czar, representative government 
was restored to Finland by the pro- 
visional government of Russia. The 
parliament or diet which Finland 
elected decided on July 17, 1919, for 
the establishment of an independent 


republic, Negotiations were under- 
taken and October 14, 1920, a treaty 
was adopted whereby Russia recog- 


nized Finland as a sovereign state. Its 
territory Is about as large as New Fng- 
land, New York and New Jersey com- 
bined, and the popylation, estimated on 
December 31, 1990. was 8,667,067,

Witness Trees =e 
When Michigan's land surveys were 
made from 80 to 100 years ago, sur- 


veyors marked the exact location of 
section corners with square wood 
stakes. This location was “witnessed” 


by trees which were blazed and marked 
with their distance and bearing with 
reference to the corner recorded in 
the surveyor’s notes, With the pass- 
age of years, the square stakes have 
disappeared, but in spite of lumbering 
and forest fires, many witness trees 
still can be found. In many cases, 
burned-out stump holes of the witness 
trees are all that remain. In remnants 
of virgin timber stands or in swamps 
where fires did not penetrate, the mark- 
ings of witness trees have been per- 
fectly preserved by the new growth of 
the trees which has closed over them. 


Franking Privileges 

The word frank, in the sense “to 
send or cause to he sent free of 
charge,” is presumably derived from 
medieval Latin francus, free. The as- 
sumption is that the Franks of Gaul 
possessed full freedom in the Roman 
empire, and the term frank then be- 
came a synonym with free, In early 
English literature the two words were 
frequently joined, as “he was frank and 
free borne in a free ecytye.” The ap- 
plication of frank in the superseription 
to a letter to insure its being sent with- 
out charge dates back to the early 
Highteenth century, and has been con- 


tinued since,—Literary Digest.
